THE TRUE HISTORY OF COMMUNISM 
By George Nelson 


Most of us know that Wright invented 
the airplane, Robert Fulton the steamboat, 
Edison the electric light, and so forth. But 
since so few know the real history of Com- 
munism we give it here.— 

In May, 1776, Adam Weishaupt, a uni- 
versity teacher of Bavaria, first put into ac- 
tual practice the principles that the world 
could be conquered by infecting the masses 
of peoples with false ideas. Prior to that 
time people, as well as nations, were con- 
quered almost by military arms alone and 
while many cunning schemers such as Ma- 
chiavelli existed throughout history it was 
Weishaupt who first put into practice the 
modern doctrines of Communism. 





.»..Weishaupt red that the 


, prov. 
be tricked into practicing false ideas and 
unworkable theories. For example, the 
people were told that if they killed their king, 
their government officials, their wealthy 


' people and their church leaders, that they 


would have unprecedented liberty and free- 
dom because they would be responsible to 
no one. The masses of the people were told 
that these were modern ideas and, even 
though much blood would be shed, that un- 
parallelled equality and freedom would re- 
Sult for the people. . . . and that the secret 
revolutionary societies had only humanitar- 
ian aims. 

With the hope of securing the promised 
liberty, equality and fraternity, a large group 
of deluded French people killed their king 
(Louis XIV), their. government officials, 
their wealthy people, and their church léad- 
ers. 

But after that bloody revolution, the 
people did not really gain the equality and 
freedom they sought but got only a change 
to masters far more severe than the first. 
Then the revolutionary leaders seized the 
government authority that had. been cast 
into the street by the people. The people 
had been tricked for the simple reason that 
in nature itself there is no equality. Some 
are born strong, others wed. Some are 
intelligent, others not so. Some men are 
ambitious, others lazy. No two men are 
equally alike. Again for the simple reason 
that absolute freedom is contrary to nature. 

Can we put our hand into fire without 
being burned? Do we have freedom to eat 
improper food? Who has freedom to’violate 
the laws of nature without penalty? Not 
every idea is a practical fact and not all 
theories are workable. So the people of the 
French revolution got tyranny instead of 
equality and freedom they were promised. 

Eventually, Weishaupt, Marat, Danton, 
Mirabeau, and other revolutionists, were 
jailed or executed. Their aims and works, 








however, were continued by other revolu- 
tionaries up to the present time under var- 
ious names such as Socialists, Nihilists, Bal- 
shevists, Social Republicans, Laborites, Loy- 
alists, etc. These are various names but 
with the same old Weishaupt doctrines, such 
as abolition of private property, abolition 
of existing governments, suppression of ex- 


isting réligidns and regimentation ‘of the 


masses of people. 


Communism of.today is réally misnamed. 
The present day Communism is really Super 
Capitalism. Instead of the people being 
more equal, according to this system the 
people and theif commissars are far more 
unequal. 


The Russian leaders live in luxury while 
the modern Russian people live in ignor- 
ance, fear, and poverty-stricken slavery. 
All of Europe is in the menace of Commun- 
ism today. Throughout h®tory, people 
have been deceived and maneuvered into 
practicing false ideas and unworkable the- 
ories. But never before in the history of 
the world has the mechanism for deceiving 
‘people been so perfected.

. Super-Purge Tapers Off 

-The publication in 1938 of a new official 
history of the Communist Party marked the 
tapering off of the super-purge. 

I do net mean that the terror was stopped, 
that the Black Ravens remained unemploy- 
ed. ‘Normal’ arrests by the inoue ex- 
ecutions without trial, arbitrary exile of ‘‘un- 
desirable elements’? whose labor was desir- 
able in forsaken regions, tortures and inqui- 
' sitions continued.

The population of concentration camps 
and forced labor colonies multiplied as never 
before. Already, among Communists close 
to the Kremlin throne, whispered estimates 
placed the slave labor forces at more than 
15,000,000; in the next few years the es- 
- timate would be closer to 20,000,000. 

Genghis Khan was an amateur, a mud- 
dler, compared to Stalin. The Kremlin clique 
_ had carried through a ruthless war on their 

own country and eee. 

It was the windup of this long war that 
was signalized by the appearance of a new 
history. Shamelessly, without so much as 
an explanation, it revised half a century of 
Russian history. It was bold, specious, con- 
scienceless fiction. “ There was a certain 
magnificence in its unabridged cynicism, 
its defiance of the common sense of the 
Russian ple. 

The roles of leading historical figures 
were perverted or altogether erased. New 
roles were invented for others. 

Leon Trotsky, one of the creators of the 
Red Army, was represented as a fiendish 
agent of foreign capitali

Joseph Stalin, of course, emerged as the 
sole leader inside Russia before the Revo- 
lution, and as Lenin’s once intimate and 
trusted associate thereafter. All books, ar- 
ticles, documents, museum materials which 
contradicted this extraordinary fantasy par- 
ading as history—and that means nearly all 
historical writings and decumentation—dis- 
appeared throughout the cquntry! 

More than that, living witnesses, as far 
as possible, were rémoved. The Gepating 
staff of the Institute of Marx, Engels an 
Lenin in Moscow, i of ik cal 
truth, were removed and the more important 
people among them imprisoned or shot. The 
same thing happened in branches of the In- 
stitute in various parts of the country.

| cials had been purged, the Kremlin could 


not tolerate this ironical touch. A new reg- 
istration of Communists was therefore or- 
dered in the fall of 1938. Where cards had 
been signed by liquidated ‘enemies of the 
people,” new ones were issued. : 
The new cards-were no longer the simple 
_ affair they used to be. They now included 
a photograph. Besides, a special booklet 
was now compiled for every Communist, 
in two copies, containing detailed biograph- 
ical data, a record of activities, rewards, pun- 
ishments; one copy was deposited at his City 
Committee, the other at the Central Com- 
mittee in Moscow. 
The whole procedure looked like a police 
documentation rather than a record of mem-

~ card was for the Communist. He could no 


longer leave his job without a written entry 
in the book authorizing him to do so. 
Past Trails Worker. 

He could obtain no other work unless the 
book showed his release at the previous 
place of employment. - Moreover, the doc- 
ument carried a permanent record of any 
reprimands or punishments the holder may 
have received for lateness, production mis- 
takes or other sins. Thus the worker was 
condemned to drag the burden of his entire 
past with him always wherever he might go. 

Then came the Draconian edict on 
“strengthening socialist labor discipline.” 
Let foreign inhecents who profess to see 
“economic democracy” and a “worker’s so- 
ciety” in Russia study this edict. The new 
law provided that-anyone late to work more 
than 20 minutes must automatically be de- 
nounced by the local Prosecutor. He must 
then be tried and.if found guilty, sentenced 
to prison or forced labor.
